co=cttment by the University that the purposes of these schools would

be maintained aad their purpose is that when a child gets into trouble,

he's a chronic truant. He's a juvenile delinquent; he has problems

at home; befs got ah... serious problems in attending school, that

tbe Juvenile Court sends these children to these residential schools

and the University committed itself to continued operation of these

schools and they said that they would be able to operate these

schools, give the kind of needed sociological social worker ah...

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their ah... teacher training èourses and the other function of the

Unfversity and based upon this commitment by tYe Uaiversity. tbe

General Assembly passed a Bill that transferred the operation of these

schools from the Board of Education to Northeastern Illinois University.

Last year, earlier this year, it was suggested by the Department of

Children and Family Services that these schools, the two restdential

schools, be closed. Upon evaluation, we found that there were no

alternative services available to adequately take care of these pro-

blem children. And: therefore, I submitted an Amendment to Represen-

tative Peters' appropriation Bill for the University to put in

$2,000,000 to conttnue the operation of these schools for the balance

of fiscal f75 so that we could take a look and before we Just close

the schools and kick these children out on the street, that alternate

facilities be provided. Very truthfully, the Department of Childrea

and Family Serviçes under Director Miller didn't do anything to pro-

vide alternate services and as I have been able to evaluate in just

the past few days, the present Directors Mary Lee Leahy, has not had

the opportunity to do the kind of work in depth necessary to provide

adequate alternative factlities. And I have on my desk the report of

three Commissions including a Commdssion that was set up by che, by

our own ceneral Assembly and each of these reports have stated that

t:he schools should be continued at this time because there are no

adequate facilities that have been set up. Now I'm not an expert

on the field of child treatment, but I look to those people that

have to deal with the subject on a day-to-day basis and one of the

people tbat has to deal 1:1th this fs Judge I'Xite, whors the presiding

Judge of the Juvenile Division of the Circuit Court of Cook County.

Ny conversations with Judge IsYite have indfcated that as long as the

residential schools are operating: he desires the opportunity to util-

ize these schools and to send children to these schools for the kind

of in-depth residential care that is necessary to carefully ah... put

these children back on tbe proper road. My evaluation and I don't

waat to belabor the point of going into great depth but my staff

and my Legislative Aides have gone to great detail and I can honestly

They are truant; they are runavzays; they are

the victims ol famfly beatings and theylre brought to what is now

iu effect Lhe criminal justice system. In that systemy they are

instttutionalized which is not fn fact the best metbod of care, but

when we talk about the reduction of crime, there is no better way

to reduce adult crime than to reduce juvenile crime. Now statistics

demonstrate that 90Z of the children who enter into the criminal

justice system or into the instttutionalized alternatives to criminal

justicey end up being recidivists and not getting out. Statistics

prove that the younger the child enters into the system: the less

probability that he will ever get out. !1ou- since the courts have

no alternative at this time: these residential schools are the only

healthy alternative available to the courts tn the area tbat Repre-

sentatfve Berman suggests. We are proposing alternattves for the

However, no one in this General Assembly would object when

we ask to spend $2,000,000 on the Speck trial. h1o one would object

if we have to spend a million dollars trying some otber crtnimal.

No oae seenls eo object to the countless fees that we have to pay
o

for attorneys for both the State and Defendent in these trials and

we only say al1 we want to do is grant these people their fundacen-

ta1 constitutional right. I suggest to you that wefre being indeed

foolish. Io at we must do is continue a program tbat has some type

of a viable alternative for this type of children. I had an occa-

sion to teach children who are indeed of this caliber. I taught in

several of the correctional schools around the City of Chicago.

These kids constitute some of the hard-core problemsy the type of

problems that-drive teachers.crpzyr tha: uysyt entire.classroonsy-..

that throw'entire.schools into'confusion.àad.a state.of chaos.. All '
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you need is tWo or three of tlaese kids in a school and you can conduct

no business. Io en you ask why do we have such low reading scores,

it's because the teachers must spend a11 of their tfme trying to

j @'handle some of these hard-core problems
. I m suggesting to you that

we are for the ftrst time, finding a viable solution, a school, a

system that is returning 75Z of these kids on the right path and that's

the highest percentage that's ever been through and I'm saying that

if you close these schools: we have no alternatives whatsoever ex-

cept to send the: quote, 'better ones', back to disrupting the class-

room and the worst ones to the penitentfary. I say that these ktds

have problems and the only way you can attack these problems is some

forms of staff where they have a little more control over the kids.

You cannot do it in two hours a day and send the kid back out into

the eavironment to raise 'helt' and tear up the community and the

schools. I'm saying that this is a viable alternative. It's one

that when even the 'Chicago Tribune' says it's a good thing, I think

that we ought to look at it on botb sides of the aisle. I'm saying

we can say 'yes'. It costs a few dollars more but just thfnk of tbe

cost of the Speck trial: of the town and of the countless appeals

that we, here in tbis General Assembly, pay. There is no amount

noney that we do not spend in, quote, 'the name of the Constitution-

al rightsf of the defendents, but yet we are unwflling to spend a

few paltry dollars in order to send some kids in the risht way. I

think that our decision will be measured not in terms of the daNage

and influence on society todayy but when these kids begin arriving

five years from the day: the cost might be $5:000,000 for John Jones

or Ricbard Eow.
